NEW YORK'S BIG CHANGE 


Mayor Low Has Disposed of 


Many Holdings to Avoid 


Embarrassment 


New York, January 1—Seth Low be- 


came mayor of Greater New York to- 
day. At the sametime there was an al- 
most complete turning over of the city 
and county offices by the democratic 
incumbents to the candidates elcted on 
the fusion ticket. 


Of the appointive offices the imnor- 


tant ones included the retirement -of 
Police Commissioner Michael C. Mur- 
phy, succeeded by John N. Partridge. 


Of the district leaders in Tammany 


hall, IS lost their places in the public 
service touay. 


In' preparation for the beginning of 


his duties as mayor, Mr. Low hag dur- 
ing the past two weeks sold more than 
$500,000 worth or stocks and securities 
in concerns which are' likely to have 
dealing with the municiapl 
govern- 


ment during the time which he is at 
the head. Those include securities of 
banks, trust companies and other cor- 
porations which ordinarily do business 
only in a remote way with the city of 
New York. 


Included among them, however, were 


stocks and bonds of banks 
and trust 


companies which at times act as deoos 
Itories for ciay funds, 
While there is 


essentially nothing wrong in a public 
officer holding stock in such concerns 
Mr. Low regards it as being initxrooer 
for him, as mayor, to b'e interested in 
the remoest degree with coroorafions 
with which public funds are deposited. 
As mayor he and the controller and 
city chamberlain for a board 
which: 


designates the banks in which the city 
money Is kept on deposit and he fees 
that had he remained as a stockholder 
in any of these institution® he would 
have been constrained to refuse to de- 
posit city moneys In them. This would 
have worked am Injustice. 
Mr. Low 


feels, to some of the strongest finan- 
cial concerns in the city. 


Many of the bonds which Mr. Low 


has sold was Inherited from his father, 
and some of them had been in the fam- 
i'y for years. It was only with reJuc- 
tance that the mayor elect nermitted 
the news of this sale of securities to 
become public. Originally it eminated 
from Wall street brokers, 
who were 


surprised by his parting with stocks 
and bonds of such high character for 
sentimental reasons. 


Colonel Willis L. Ogderu one of Mr. 


Low's closest advisers, when Informed 
of the mayor elect's action, said: "I'm 
not surprised. It shows that we have 
at last got a mayor who is not "work- 
ing for his pocket al the time.' Public 
office with him will mean a private loss 
not a public gain."

was a motive for the crime. The au- 
topsies showed that Miss Ida Columhes 
and the boy. Louis Bitzer, died in- 
Btnntly. In both cases the bullets pen- 
etrated their brains. The autopsy put 
at rest all disagreable rumors regarding 
Miss Columbe, as it showed that she 
was a pure girl. 


Mrs. 
Christina Bitzer, wife of the 


murderer, and Carrie Bitzer, the 12- 
year-old daughter, are both resting com- 
fortably at the Ferren hospital in Green- 
field. Their wounds are not dangerous. 
The condition of Annie, the 10-year-old 
daughter, is more critical, but attend- 
ing physicians are hopeful for her re- 
covery. The bullet is buried in her 
skull, and no attempt has as yet been 
made to extract it. 


Detective McKay took charge of the 


case for the government and is being as- 
sisted by Deputy Sheriff'Davis in se- 
curing evidence to be presented at the 
hearing. They decline to talk, and have 
not as yet hinted that there was a mo- 
tive for the attempt to kill his female 
clerk and all of the members of his- 
family. 


Bitzer is said to be financially embar- 


rassed in the jewelry business he has 
carried on here. He failed in 1S8S, and 
was discharged by the court two years 
later. Since that time fie has carried on 
the business under the name of M. M. 
Bitzer. Martin J. Sjauter of Greenfield, 
who loaned Bitzer $1000 when he 
opened the store a second time, says he 
is going to put an attachment on the 
jewelry store to satisy his claim.

people to show that Bitzer had acte^ 
strangely for several months. They are 
quite positive he was insane atthetima 
the murders were committed. 


The tragedy occurred between 10 


o'clock and noon. Evidence was found 
that it was Bitzer's purpose also to take 
his own life, but his prompt arrest ap- 
parently prevented him from carrying 
out this purpose. He is about 35 years 
of age.

To the man who would he well dressed 


there is no greater nnri^ance with which 
he has to contend than that of the trou- 
sers hogging at the knees. It is especially 
trying to clerks and all who have indoor 
occupations which compel them to sit nt 
a desk for the best part of the time. 


It ia just this class, too, who have to 


maintain a well dressed appearance, and 
there is nothing surely that destroys that 
dressy get up so much as bagging trou- 
lers, unless it be dirty shoes. 


Try as you may to preserve the "hang" 


by creasing or pulling them up over the 
kneecap when sitting or putting in a 
stretcher or beneath the mattress of yonr 
bed overnight, all these are only aids 
and they cannot maintain that perfect 
form duriug the whole lifetime of the 
garment. 


It is more than possible that you have 


never given a thought as to whether there 
might be any fundamental cause for this 
evil. Yon will be surprised to learn that 
it is due to disease. 


Now, it is not meant of course that the 


trousers contract this ailment during tho 
time they are worn. The trouble goes 
back further than that. It begins on the 
sheep's back—that is, if they are wool. 


These and other interesting facts wora 


learned from an expert who has made 
wool a life study and who buys and sells 
more of it than any other half dozen men 
in the business, since he is the chief buy- 
er for one of the biggest wool syndicates 
in the woyld. 


This gentleman knows by the feel and 


appearance of wool just how and where 
it was grown, and by examining a fleece 
be will tell in what country it was grown, 
what the condition of the animal was, in 
health or sickness, during the growth of 
that fleece, and during which month of 
the year the animal suffered from illness. 


If the fiber of the fleece is short or long, 


fine or coarse, weak or strong, so may the 
health of the animal be judged. Any- 
thing that weakens the vitality of the 
animal affects the fiber of the v.'ool. 


Tbe animal may have been well in tbc 


autumn and early winter. ID midwinter 
it may lose flesh for some reason and then 
fatten toward spring. ID such a case the 
wool shows marked structural weakness 
The fiber will be weak about the center.

Catarrh is an inflammation, of any of ' 


the mucous membranes of the body. It 
i 


is marked by the usual signs of inflamma- J 
tion and, as the word implies, being de- 
rived from a Greek word meaning to flow 
down, by a more or less profuse dis- 
charge. 


Catarrh may be acute or chronic, and 


tbe latter, as will be explained later, maj 
be either atrophic or bypertrophic. 


Acute catarrh unfortunately needs no 


description, for it is only too familiar to 
us all as a cold in tbe head. In this case 
it is the mucous membrane of the nostrils 
wbicb is inflamed. 
The most obvious 


symptoms are swelling of the membrane, 
which may be so great as to close the 
nostrils completely, and a profuse dis- 
charge. 


When 
acute catarrh 
attacks 
the 


pharynx or larynx, we have a sore throat 
and if the inflammation extends still far- 
ther we have bronchitis. In the latter 
case the most evident sign is a cough, due 
either to the presence of a mucous dis- 
charge or to irritation caused by the air 
passing through the inflamed bronchial 
tubes. 


In young children tbe inflammation in 


the larynx causes much swelling, and 
this gives rise to the difficult breathing 
and hoarse voice which characterize ona 
form of croup. 


If catarrh attacks the stomacb, it 


causes severe indigestion, and when tbe 
intestinal mucous membrane ia affected 


STRIKERS An£ WAITING 


To Hear From Textile Work- 


ers' Executive Council 


TIEUF OF COCflECO MILLS 


Postponed Uutil Assurance of Sanction 
t Is Keceived—Striking Weavers at 


Lawrence Vote to Itemaiu Out Until 


Demands are Granted 


Dover. X. H.. Jan. 1.—The 200 strik- 


ing weavers of the Cocheco Manufactur- 
ing company held a meeting last night, 
which was largely attended by weavers 
on other gnides of work in tbe mills, and 
as a result it was decided to hear from 
the executive council of the United Tex- 
tile Corkers of America before action 
Is taken on a general strike. 


The most interesting feature of the 


meeting was the reading of the tele- 
gram received from the national 
offi- 


cers of the Textile union after the meet- 
ing had closed on Monday night. 
The 


telegram stated that the local officers of 
the Textile union could go ahead and or- 
der a genera] strike if they desired. The 
local officers have not as yet decided to 
order a general tie-up of the Cocheeo. 
mills, but will wait to get tho views of 
the executive council regarding the 
.matter. Until they are heard from 
there will be no change in the strike 
situation, and all of the employes, with 
the exception of the -00 striking weav- 
c-rs, will continue at work. The other 
weavers expressed themselves as will- 
ing to Quit work when the order is is- 
fued by the local officials of the union. 


The Litwreuce Strike 


Lawrence. Mass., Jan. 
1.—An en- 


thusiastic meeting of the striking weav- 
ers of the Atlantic mills was held yes-i 
terday, at which Chairman Xichols of 
the- executive committee, appointed to 
look after the interests of the strikers, 


i presided. There were about 150 strib- 


j ers present and they unanimously voted 
| to stay away from their work and in- 


duce all others to do the same, until the 
advance of 10 cents a cut on broad loom 
work was given them. 


Chairman Nichols said that the strik- 


ers would never go back to work until 
the advance was made. "We were cut 
down a few weeks ago 22 cents a cut," 
he said, "and we will leave the city be- 
fore we will return to work without 
getting some of our wages back. 
We 


shall try to have others leave their 
work." 


Agent Somersby of the Atlantic mills 


says: "I don't anticipate any extensive 
trouble. You uow- the country could 
grant a franchise to lay a railroad across 
the Atlantic ocean, but it could not ba 
done. No labor union can vote to stay 
»way from work, and do so altogether. 
I have nothing against tbe strikers and 
•will let them take their own pleasure 
about coming back. We can't advance 
wages on these goods but it they want 
more looms we can give them another." 


The strike has caused the silencing of 


825 looms.

ened, but in atrophic catarrh it is thinned. 
Atrophic catarrh is not really an inflam- 
mation, but rather the result of a pre- 
vious inflammation which has destroyed 
the mucous membrane, leaving in its 
place merely a thin skin, covering the 
surface, but answering none of the pur- 
poses of a mucous membrane. 


A catarrh may be cansed by anything 


that acts as an irritant to tbe mucous 
membrane—dust, sulphurous, ammo&iac- 
al or other strong fumes, undue dry ness 
of the atmosphere, and so forth, in the 
case of the air passages or eyes; indigesti- 
ble food, alcohol, and so forth, in tbe case 
of stomach or intestines. 


Often the inflammation ia due to the 


action of the microbes, which are proba- 
bly always present, but can work harm 
only when tbe soil baa been prepared for 
them by mechanical injury, or by conges- 
tion caused by a chilling of some portion 
of the surface of the body.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

NEW YORK'S JEALOUSY 


The rivalry of the cities of New York 


and Boston as ports of entry for im- 
ports has resulted in the very startling 


the purpose of making improvements j AVitn the winter wlnd that bjows_. 
by $21.000, and 
reduced its cash on 


hand by some $1,300. Its dividend con- 
sisted of eight per cent on the capital 
stock, while it paid interest on a debt 
equal to the stock. The increase of the 
balance has been rendered larger dur- 
ing the year reported on by the fact of 
a considerable amount of unfinished 
work carried over to the accounts of 
the present year. 


Since the close of tne year on which 


the report was made the company has 
doubled its capital stock, thus decreas- 
ing It debt and at the same time enabl- 
ing further enlargement or its plant. 


An interesting feature of the report 


is that which shows the profit from the 
manufacture of gas to have decreased 
by over $2,000, while the profit from the 
manufacture of electricity increased by 
almost 515,000. 
This • remarkable in- 


crease in profits from electricity is due 
to the steady change from gas to elec- 
tricity for lighting purpoes, to the rap- 
id increase in its use for power in man- 
ufacturing plants, and1 to its use as 
motive power for the ventilating fan 
of the Hooac tunnel. The decrease in 
profit from gas is due to the decided 
reduction that was made some nine or 
ten months ago in the price of gas for 
fuel, and to the substitution of electri- 
city. 


In connection with the profit from 


electricity, it should be said that the 
electric lighting- service for the past 
few months has been as bad as it 
could well e and still be called "light." 
This has been due to the failure of the 
huge engine which the company instal- 
led to meet the demands upon it, a dif- 
ficulty which the company 
hopes to 


have remedied within a short time, as 
told in the news columns of today's 
issue.

THE SWANETANS. 


* Carlo»« People Living; In the Ileart 


of the Caaca*ns. 


In the heart of Caucasia lies Swaneta, 


a long but narrow ralley at the foot of 
the Elburz mountain, through which the 
river Ingoora winds. 
For most of the 


year Swaneta is isolated entirely from the 
worlij and even in the summer season the 
moun* tin passes leading to the locality 
are ninde extremely dangerous by water 
currems, avalanches and falling rocks. 


There is a strange semisavage people in 


the valley numbering about 9,000 fam- 
ilies. 
They subsist on their chase for 


wild animals, of which there is an abun- 
dance in thp mountains, and in the mild 
season of the year plant just as much 
grain as is required for their immediate 
necessity. Every now and then a Swa- 
netan will wander away from his secluded 
home into a more civilized neighborhood 
to sell a few hidss and to get in exchange 
a few things that he misses in his native 
valley, such as cloth, cotton fabrics and 
some articles of apparel. 


But this he does very seldom and •with 


great unwillingness, for his needs are few 
and his native valley has made him love 
isolation. They speak a dialect the prin- 
cipal element of which is corrupt Geor- 
gian, with Persian and Kirguese terms of 
speech strongly intermixed. They are of 
a pacific nature and extremely shy of 
strangers. 


The dress and manner of living of the 


Swanetans present a striking contrast to 
the dwellings they occupy. They cover 
their bodies with hides in the winter and 
go about half naked in the warm season 
of the year; of cleanliness and comfort 
they know nothing, and there are no lux- 
uries among them. But they live in an- 
cient castles of magnificent construction, 
thougfc more than half ruined. There is 
quite a number of such castles in the 
mountains that encircle the Swanetan 
valley. The Swanefans have a sort of 
writing, and their folklore 'is rich in curi- 
ous traditions and quaint legends, point- 
ing to a time when their intercourse with 
the world was' Jnore frequent than at 
present, and when 'they ranked among the 
strong and civilized peoples of the region. 


But all this is dying out jvith them. 


They worship four divinities and sacrifice 
animals unto them. Their conceptions of 
those deities are strikingly suggestive of 
corrupted notions of the Trinity and the 
Virgin and indicati^ that they were once 
Christians, but lapsed into heathenism be- 
fore Christianity took deep root among 
them. They are strangers to all that we 
accept as social morality. There is n ter- 
rible percentage among them of lunatics, 
idiots, cretins, epileptics and those strick- 
en with cognate, physical and nervous 
diseases. 


The physical deformities of the Swane- 


tans are commensurate with their moral 
deterioration and show ,that they must 
have lived as they lire now for many gen- 
erations. Their heads are flattened at the 
back and abnormally elongated in the 
temples: they are marked with strong 
prognntisui and with diasthem of both the 
upper and loweii teeth. As a consequence 
of cretinism, which is prevalent among 
them, nearly all the Swanetans have 
goiters, which begin to develop at a very 
early age. . 


MAlNE'b CONSUMPTION CURE. 


It Is Said to Be Tolerably Certain, 


but Few ftople Will Take It. 


Maiue doctors bend patients suffering 


from tuberculosis into the uort'uern piue 
woods. There the ;>ntient must live fur 
from his kind, enduring « loneliness that 
is often as bad a* death. People whose 
lungs are seriously affected and who 
know the conditions upon which their 
lives may be prolonged often hesitate to 
accept the advice of their physicians and 
go thus into exile. 


Every man who seeks the prolongation 


of his life iu the woods must pay a heavy 
price. If he could go to an up river hotel 
and come into con'iict with persons who 
travel to and from 'the cities, or if he 
could build a sanitarium and m."ke his 
environment to suit himself, it would be 
different, but the physicians have learned 
that isolation is one of the most potent 
of the curative agents that cau be em- 
ployed. Sufficient lifc'bt work to keep up 
the appetite and to occupy the patient's 
mind, so that he shall Lave no time for 
brooding over his ills, is another nart of 
the cure. Isolation, occupation and warn'., 
dry quarto-s on high laud among tho pine 
woods complete the treatment which1 the 
patient must take, which in time will 
probably restore him to health. 


There are from 23 to 00 consumptive 


patients in the Maiue woods at nil sea- 
sons of the year. They reside in the 
forest, year in and year out, until their 
lungs begin to heal. After this, if there is 
no unfavorable symptom for six months 
>onger, the exile is permitted to visit las 
friends for a few days, not oftener than 
twice a year. 


After four years of such solitary con- 


finement he is permitted to take board in 
a sporting camp where not more than 
four persons can be accommodated at one 
time, aud to live there until his cure is 
completed or he is able to do a full day's 
work without fatigue. 
At the end of 


about five years the patient, if hale anJ 
able to work among men, pets a certifi- 
cate which sets him at liberty. 


Among the more than 400 Maine peo- 


ple who are taken with consumption ev- 
ery year not one in ten will agree to un- 
dergo the ordeal which is the price of re- 
covery, and of those who Jo go to the 
woods not one in five will stay long 
enough to take the full treatment. Tho 
majority prefer an early death to the pro- 
longed absence from those who make 'Iiu 
worth living. Yet the records show that 
nine out of every ten men who have been 
steadfast enough to see the treatment 
through to the end have come out cured, 
while of those who have died in the 
woods only two out of nearly a hundred 
have died from consumption.—New York 
Sun.

THE CAUSE Or BALDNESS. 


*• * Rule the Hair Should Last 


as the 


The hair of the hea3 was evidently in- 


wnded by nature as a protection to the 
delicate brain substance, and it would no 
floubt answer this purpose admirably if it 
were given the opportunity, as we see it 
perversely do in the case of savages anu 
others who seed such protection little, 


It is generally supposed that baldness, 


like gray hair, is a necessary accompani- 
ment of advancing age, but this is only 
because the older a man is the more time 
iie has had to neglect and abuse his hair, 
•nd so the more likely he is to have lost it. 


Some men are more prone to baldness 


than others because of thinness of the 
jcalp, which interferes with the proper 
blood supply to the hair roots. This is 
often a family failing, but in such cases 
baldness might be prevented or postponed 
for many years by care. In. a few in- 
stances the hair falls out as a result of 
some special disease, but for the great 
majority of men there is absolutely no 
reason why, if properly treated, the hair 
•hould not last as long as the man. 


The chief cause of baldness is pressure 


by the hat, which constricts the blood ves- 
sels and so interferes with the nutrition 
«f the hair bulbs. It is probable, also, 
ftat th« shutting off of light and air by 
the hat helps ths mischief. An unhealthy 
condition of the scalp results, the sign of 
which is n plentiful amount of dandruff. 


There are many facts which go to prove 


the truth of this opinion. 
In the first 


place, women rarely become bald. They 
wear hats, it is trus, but their hats are 
not air tight casings, nor do they make 
pressure round the head like a man's bat. 
Then baldness is almost unknown among 
savages, who wear no hats, and is com- 
paratively uncommon with men in the 
tropics, where very light hats are worn. 


Laborers are less prone to baldness 


than professional and business men. This 
has led to the belief that brain work fa- 
/rors baldness by withdrawing biood from 
the scalp, but this is only self flattery on 
the part of those who advance the theory. 
Laborers generally weer soft felt hats or 
caps, which are apt to be pushed to the 
back of the head, so that the scalp gets 
plenty of light and air. 


As further proof, we find that the bald- 


est men usually have sufficient hair at the 
back and on the sides of the head below 
the hat line. 


The inference Is plain— wear a soft hat 


or none at all. If custom forbids this, 
then the best a city man can do is to 
wear his hat as little as possible and 
•ever to keep it on in the house or office.

Vail of the Drag All the Time. 


"The quantity of quinine taken by for* 


eigners on the southeast coast of Mexico 
is something simply incredible," said a 
resident of this city who is interested in 
coffee culture in the sister republic. 
"There is a general belief among the 
Americans and English all through that 
region that the drug is necessary for the 
preservation of life, and they keep full of 
it from one year's end to another. The 
first time I visited the coast I stopped at 
Frontera, the first port east of Vera 
Cruz, and as soou as our ship tied up it 
was boarded by a tall, sallow man, who 
turned out to be an American engineer, 
in charge of a big sugar plant up the 
country. He made a bee line for the purs- 
er. 
'Helio, Billy,' he said; 'did you 


bring that quinine?* 'Sure,* replied the 
purser, and diving into his cabin he came 
out with an armful of tin boxes about the 
size of tea canisters and japanned green. 
Bach of them held a pound of quinine. I 
never saw it put up that way before, aad 
naturally I VTE.S surprised. 


"I soon scraped an acquaintance with 


the engineer and made bold to inquire 
what in the world he wanted with such a 
supply. 'Are you getting it ou a specula- 
tion?' I asked, with a vague idea that it 
might be intended for some Mexican 
army contractor. 
He laughed heartily. 


'Speculation nothing,' said he. 'This all 
goes to our' little colony of Americans 
back in the interior, and it won't last 
Tery long, either.' With that he drew a 
penknife froip his pocket, opened a blade 
that had been ground off round, like a 
spatula, and thrust it into one of the 
cans. 
He brought out a flaky, white 


mass—enough to heap a teaspflcm—put it 
on his tongue and swallowed it like so 
much sugar 
'Hare you any idea how 


many grains you are taking?' I asked in 
amazement. 'Only approximately,' he re- 
plied carelessly. 'A man ..quits weighing 
quinine after he has been down here a 
few months.' 


"That was my first encounter with a 


bona fide quinine eater," the coffee plant- 
er went on, "but I met plenty of them 
afterward. They generally keep the stuff 
in rubber tobacco pouches to protect it 
from perspiration, and when they feel 
like taking a dose they dig in with one 
of those spatulated knives that they all 
carry and swallow as much as they see 
fit. As they go entirely by guess, it is 


| hard to say how much will be taken in 


j the course of a day, but I have weighed 
' the amount that can be lifted on the 


ordinary knife blade and found it to 
range between 25 and 50 grains. 
You 


see, quinine is as compressible as cotton, 
and two wads of it that look about the 
same size will vary a hundred per cent in 
weight, 


"One would suppose, as a matter of 


course, that such enormous quantities of 
the drug would produce nn intolerable 
ringing in the head; but, strange to say, 
they do nothing of the kind. The aver- 
age white man down there who keeps un- 
der the influence all the time experiences 
nothing except a slight feeling of ex- 
hilaration—at least so I was assured by 
dozens of habitues. Whether the use of 
the stuff is of any real benefit is some- 
thing I am skeptical about. I never took 
a grain of It myself, and I was the only 
man on our plantation wbo didn't have a 
touch of ferer."—New Orleans Times-

Daring; War These Animnli Succumb 


to Banker and Fatigue. 


There have been many instances in 


which fights have been lost or won ac- 
cording to the number and condition of 
the horses engaged. When the siege of 
Plevna commenced, the Russians were 
bringing all their stores and food from 
Sistova by the aid of 66,000 draft horses, 
and at the end of the siege it was found 
that no less than 22.000 of them had 
died from hard work and exhaustion. 
The want of rest and food tells on a 
horse far more than on a man, for in 
the case of the latter there are stimulat- 
ing influences of patriotism, the glory of 
victory and other feelings which are not 
existent in the nature of a horse. Quite 
half the horses in England sent to the 
Crimea never returned, most of them 
having died from hard work and starva- 
tion. Indeed, only about 500 were killed 
in action. 


So reduced and starred have the poor 


beasts become on occasions of this kind 
that they have been known to eat one an- 
other's tails and to gnaw the wheels' of 
the gun carriages. Napoleon took with 
him across the Nieman 60,000 cavalry 
hones, and OB his return in six months 
he could only muster 16.000. More than 
half the horses which were engaged in 
our Egyptian war of 1882 were disabled. 
Six hund-ed of these were killed and 
only th/f.e-fifths slain in action. In the 
Afghan war of 1S38 it is said that 3,000 
camels ind half the horses engaged were 
lost ID three months. 


It will thus be seen that actual fighting 


does not claim BO many horses as starva 
tion or overwork. 
Defective shoe! n if. 


sore backs, want of food and rest and 
other similar causa* fo far toward ren 
dering horses uselen for practical war 
fare.

Color EBeeta of the Ml3ro«coplc 


tide* That liuprtgmmtf 
the Atmoo- 


l>Lere—Tlie Hoe of the Sou and the 
Enrtlt'a Blanket. 


Most people if they were asked to state 


the color of the suit would say that it 
was orange, and they would as conlideut- 
ly assert that the color of the atmosphere 
was blue. Recent researches and inves- 
tigations, however, point to the conclu- 
sion that the real color of the sun is blue, 
\\ hile that of the atmosphere surrounding 
the earth is orange. 
Commonly the 


earth's atmobphcre appears so transpar- 
ent and translucent that it is hard to re- 
alize the fact that it has as iruch effect 
on the light and heat coming from the 
EUU as if it wore a roof of thick glass. 
But the atmosphere is very far from be- 
ing as colorless as it seems to be, and the 
best way of discovering its true tint is 
not to gaze immediately overhead, but to 
look away towaid the horizon. By so 
.doing the atmosphere will be seen, as it 
were, in bulk, for overhead there is on'y 
a small_ accumulation of it compared 
with the'many"miles of thickness through 
which the vision travelt when the eye 
looks toward the horizon. 


The atmosphere surrounding the earth 


then may be likened to a screen of an 
Drange color, aud it will be readily under- 
stood that any light passing through this 
screen will experience some remarkable 
modifications. 
Mow, as already stated, 


it appears highly probably that supposing 
any one could see the sun from a position 
outiide the earth's atmosphere the light 
coining from this central luminary would 
be seen to be not white, but blue. This 
blue is of course not a pure monochromat- 
ic blue, nnd the expression really means 
that it sums up the dominant note in the 
color scheme. What, therefore, the at- 
mosphere may be considered to do :^ to 
stop out or absorb all the colors at the 
blue end of the spectrum, the residue fil- 
tering through to the earth as white light 
When the rays of light first left the sun, 
the blue rays were the strongest, but 
very soon after they entered the earth's 
atmosphere their progress was impeded, 
nnd of all the rays journeying from the 
sun they Quickly became the weakest. 
On the "other hand, the red rays, which at 
first were inconspicuous, had the facility 
of penetrating the earth's atmosphere 
and were the most in evidence at the end 
Of their long journey. 


The first step, accordingly, to be taken 


when- investigating a sunset is to realize 
that the white light from the sun which 
Is commonly supposed to be composed of 
the seven prima»y colors should rather be 
thought OL as a residue of the original 
radiations. A further important point is 
to bear in mind that all radiations ot 
light are of different wave lengths. This 
fact indeed is at its very foundation, so 
to speak, of all sunsets, and it is the 
prime agency by which their flaming, 


1 gorgeous tints and colors are produced. 
It is due to this fact, for instance, that in 
the neighborhood of large towns the sun 
nearly always appears to set as a red 
ball of fire. The rays of light at the red 
end of the spectrum are of a much longer 
wave length than any of their fellow 
rays, and so are the best qualified for 
penetrating the dense bank of haze which 
BO commonly floats over all large towns 
and cities. In such localities, as the sun 
sinks to rest, -the green rays are first 
absorbed by this bank of haze, and then 
the yellow, andj lastly, the orange and the 
red, the latter, more often than not, be- 
ing the only ones to get through at all. 
A careful observation of a sunset will re- 
veal the fact that the colors fade in the 
above mentioned order, and the reason 
they .do so is that they are of different 
wave lengths. 


Kow, the color in the sky may, as it 


were, be painted on the clouds, or on. the 
hazy nir, -or on the open sky itself. As 
regards the latter, the color that is most 
conspicuous is of course the blue, and in 
seeking for the origin of this tint it will 
be found that the search leads to an ei- 
planation of many of the other colors. 
On "looking up into the sky on a cloudless 
sunny day, when the swallows, perhaps, 
are flying so high that they appear but 
as tiny specks in the dome of blue, it 
seems almost impossible to think of the 
atmosphere ns being otherwise than 
perfectly clear and translucent. 
It is, 


however, in reality charged with minute 
dusty particles, which have always been 
found in myriads whenever the atmos- 
phere has been tested either over the 
open sea or at the tc-p of high moun- 
tains. These particles of dust, it will be 
seen, are the agents principally responsi- 
ble for tinting the atmosphere blue and 
for filtering out the gorgeous hues of a 
sunset. 


In the lower strata of the atmosphere 


the coarser particles of dust not only 
scatter the waves of light, but they also 
reflect them, so that at these lower levels 
the blue tint is diluted by white light and 
is accordingly not so intense as when 
seen, say, from the top of a high moun- 
tain. ' At this elevation only the finer va- 
rieties of dust are floating, and there is 
little reflection of the light, but much 
scattering, and hence it is here that the 
blue attains its greatest intensity. 
In 


that part of the sky nearest the sun the 
rays of light come in a direct line to the 
eye of the observer, and the scattering of 
the light does not appear so great as 
when one look* across the path of the 
beams, and it is due to this circumstance 
that the sky near the sun is not of so in- 
tense a blue as portions of the sky far- J 
thcr away. A similar kind of thing hap- 
pens in respect to the clouds, where dust 
readily accumulates and, reflecting the 
light, produces their brilliant whiteness. 
At the edges of the clouds, moreover, the 
atoms of dust are busily engaged in re- 
fracting the beams of light, and to this i 
cause is due that brilliant fringe of ' 
brightness which so often adorns many 
of the largest clouds. Not only therefore 
docs the atmospheric dust filter out of 
the blue light that tints the sky, but it 
alsd fabricates the pigments thai color 
the clouds, effects which can most readily 
be observed in contemplating the glories 
of the setting sun.—Arthur H. Bell ia 
Knowledge.

Collision Between Freight 


Cars in the Adams Yard 


This Morning 


THREW BRAKEMAN UNDER CAR 


That Followed So That Ho Was Run 


Over and Instantly Killed. Tho 


Body and Head wore Ter- 


ribly Mangled 


Arthur Wheelock. a brakeman on the 


local branch of the Boston & Albany 
railroad, was thrown from the too of 
his car while switching in the yard at 
Adams about 11.15 this forenoon, and 
falling in. front of part of his own tram 
was run over and instantly killed, his 
head being crushed besides other mangr 
line of the body. 


Wheelock was about 25 years old and 
has been employed as brakeman on 
the road for several years. 
He went 


out of this cits1 on the forenoon freieht 
No. 545, to Pittsfield today, and at Ad- 
ams the train stopped to leave several 
cars* 


Two of these cars, with Wheelock 


aboard to man the brakes;, 
"kicked 


off" 
upon the 
freight house 
siding. 


There were so many cars already on 
the siding, however, that there was 
not room enough for the cars to get 
clear of the main track. 


Those who were running tne train 


did not notice this and kicked off an- 
other car on the main track. The col- 
lision came just as Wheelock was 
straightening up from work on the 
brakes. The crash caused him to lose 
his balance and he was thrown from 
the roof of his car directly in front of 
the moving car. He managed to land 
upon his feet, but fell across the track 
and before he could move the car had 
passed over him cutting off the entire 
sack part of the head, leaving only 
the face, and terribly manelms: an a;:n 
and a les. 
The body was rescued as soon as pos- 
sible, but Whelock was dead and there 
was nothing to do but to hold it for 
the arrival of Medical Examiner O. J. 
Brown of this city, who was notified 
at once and went to Adams on the 
noon train. 


V/heelock is an Adams boy and for- 


merly lived at Maple Grove. Two years 
ago he married Miss Bertha Cole and 
have since resided in Pittsfield. 
Be- 


sides his wife he leaves one small 
child and his mother, Mrs. Ru,th Whee- 
lock of Adams. 


The body was taken to 
Pittsfield 


this afternoon after being viewed by 
the medical examiner. 


The train was under the charge of 


Conductor Young and Engineer Raw- 
lineon.

Is a Long Look Ahead 


The Washington Star is the authori- 


ty for a story about Crane's future 
which is enlarged upon by the reliable 
Washington correspondents of the Bos- 
ton Transcript ajid New York Evening 
Post as follows: 


Although it has been the intention 


of the persons concerned to say noth- 
ing about the arrangement for many 
months, since its consummation would 
be nearly a year in coming to pass, 
there is so much popular misunder- 
standing as to the future representa- 
tion of Massachusetts 
in the 
cabinet 


that your correspondent feels that no 
harm will come from outlining what Is 
the present plan. 


Charles H. Allen is not to be secre- 


tary of the navy, highly as President 
Eoosevelt regards him and conspicu- 
ous as have been his services in Porto 
Bico. Secretary Long is not to remain 
through the administration, but, as 
stated repeatedly in these dispatches, 
has no intention of leaving the cabinet 
at present. He is to be succeeded by a 
Massachusetts man, .especially since 
the treasury portfolio went to the west. 
Secretary Long cannot leave the cab- 
inet at present, because his assistant, 
ex-Judge Darling, Is not yet familiar 
with the departmental routine, and be- 
cause the Schley complication, with 
congress still in session, cannot be re- 
garded as necessarily "over," aJthougb 
probably it is so. 


The man who is slated to succeed 


Secretary Long also desires delay, and 
so their interests coincide. That man 
is W. Murray Crane 
He may thus 


serve out his term as governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, while Mr. Long is accom- 
plishing what he desires. The navy 
portfolio, moreover, does not present 
the complication regarding the bond 
paper that affected the treasury port- 
folio, and, sine* it was neither con- 
venient nor hardly possible for Gov. 
Crane to retire from ownership in the 
paper company, or for the government 
to get these special grades elsewhere, 
especially during the pendency of the 
existing contracts, that obstacle proved 
a serious one. 
. Such rigid secrecy has been enjoined 
upon the principals to this arrange- 
ment that official disclaimers of exact 
information may be forthcoming, and 
with entire sincerity, since there is al- 
ways great uncertainty as to events 
scheduled to take place a year away. 
It may'be said, however, upon the best 
of authority that this is the present 
plan, and the one that, if nothing un- 
expected happens, —ill be fully car- 
ried out.

A Washington dispatch to today's 


Boston Herald makes denial of the re- 
port about the governor. After refer- 
ring to the retirement of Long, prob- 
ably in the spring, the correspondent 
adds: 


Upon the theory that his successor 


would certainly come from Massachu- 
setts, and upon the fact that President 
Roosevelt desired Goverr.or Crane in 
the cabinet, rose the report that the 
president had selected Governor Crane 
for this place, and that Governor Crane 
would accept. Inquiry showed that the 
president had not selected Gov.
